4ion. doubling almost every 37 years. 
Soon it will be four billion, and if the 
rate continues, in 900 years there will be 
60 billion people on earth — 100 persons , 
to share each square yard of the earth's 
surface, including the sea.

So I have brainwashed my children

I realize I'm a fine brie to prcacli 
on- this subject, what with three of my 
avirn and three stepchildren, and I love 
being a mother to all of them. But the

I teach my girls to treasure what 
ecological pleasures we have now. and 
to- try to preserve them.
